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Revising Taxation (TX — UK) 
Topics to revise 


All questions are compulsory so you must revise the whole sullabus. Since the exam includes 15 
objective test questions in Section A and 15 objective test questions in Section B, you should expect 
questions to cover a large part of the syllabus. Selective revision will limit the number of questions you 
can answer and hence reduce your chances of passing. It is better to go into the exam knowing a 


reasonable amount about most of the syllabus rather than concentrating on a few topics to the 
exclusion of the rest. 
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Passing the Taxation (TX — UK) exam 


Displaying the right qualities 


° You will be required to identify the requirements of objective test questions quickly, so that 
you can make your answers confidently within the available time. 


° In constructed response questions you will be required to carry out calculations, with clear 
workings and a logical structure. If your numbers are not perfect you will not necessarily 
lose too many marks so long as your method is correct and you have stated any 
assumptions you have made. 


° You will also be expected to apply your tax knowledge to the facts of each particular 
question and also to identify the compliance issues for your client. 


° You may also be required to describe rules and conditions, so take care to practise the 
descriptive elements of the answers. 


Avoiding weaknesses 


° There is no choice in this exam, all questions have to be answered. You must therefore 
study the entire syllabus, there are no short-cuts. 


° Ability to answer objective test questions and cases improves with practice. Try to get as 
much practice with these questions as you can. 


° The constructed response questions will be based on simple scenarios and answers must be 
focused and specific to the requirement of the question. 


° Answer all parts of the constructed response questions. Even if you cannot do all the 
calculation elements, you will still be able to gain marks in the descriptive parts. 
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Gaining the easy marks 


Easy marks in this exam tend to fall into three categories. 
Objective test questions (OTQs) 


Some OTOs are easier than others. Answer those that you feel fairly confident about as quickly as 
you can. Come back later to those you find more difficult. This could be a way of making use of the 
time in the examination most efficiently and effectively. Some OTOs will not involve calculations. 
Make sure that you understand the wording of "written" OTOs before selecting your answer. 


Calculations in Section C questions 


There will always be basic marks available for straightforward tasks such as putting easy figures 
into proformas, for example putting the cost figure for an addition into a capital allowances 
proforma. Do not miss out on these easy marks by not learning your proformas properly. 


Discussions in Section C questions 


A constructed response question may separate descriptive requirements from calculations, so 
that you do not need to do the calculations first in order to answer the descriptive parts. This 
means that you should be able to gain marks from the descriptive parts without having to 
complete the calculations. 


Descriptive requirements may focus on administrative, or compliance, details such as filing 
deadlines and tax payment dates. Make your points concisely, bearing in mind that one mark 
usually equates to one point to be made. 


Read the question carefully and more than once, to ensure you are actually answering the 
specific requirements. Don't write about matters which are not specifically required — even if 
these are technically correct, you will not gain any marks and will waste valuable time.

Tackling Objective Test Case Questions 


First, read the whole case scenario. Make a note of any specific instructions or assumptions, such 
as 'lgnore the annual exempt amount' in a capital gains tax question. Then skim through the 
requirements of the five questions. The questions are independent of each other and can be 
answered in any order. 


Some of the OTQs will be easier than others. For example, you may be asked to identify the filing 
date for a tax return and the penalty for late filing. Answer these OTOs quickly. 


Other OTOs will be more difficult and/or complex. There are two types of OTO that may take you 
longer to answer. 


The first more time-consuming OTO will involve doing a computation. For example, you may be 
asked to calculate the personal allowance available to a taxpayer whose adjusted net income 
exceeds £100,000. You will probably need to jot down a quick pro-forma to answer a 
computational question like this. 


If the OTỌ is a multiple choice question, remember that the wrong answers will usually involve 
common errors, so don't assume that because you have the same answer as one of the options 
that your answer is necessarily correct! Double check to make sure you haven't made any silly 
mistakes, such as deducting the whole of the excess of adjusted net income over the £100,000 
threshold (instead of half of it) when working out the restriction for the personal allowance. If you 
haven't got the same answer as any of the options, rework your computation, thinking carefullu 
about what errors you could have made. If you still haven't got one of the options, choose the one 
which is nearest to your answer. 


The second more time-consuming OTO is one where you are asked to consider a number of 
statements and identify which one (or more) of them is correct. Make sure that you read each 
statement at least twice before making your selection. Be careful to follow the requirements of the 
OTO exactly, for example if you are asked to identify TWO correct statements.

Specific TX skills 


These are the skills specific to TX that we think you need to develop in order to pass the exam. 


In the Workbook, there are five Skills Checkpoints which define each skill and show how it is 
applied in answering a question. A brief summary of each skill is given below. 
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Skill 1: Approach to objective test (OT) questions 


Section A of the exam will include 15 OT questions worth two marks each. Section B of the exam 
will include three OT cases, worth 10 marks each. Each OT case contains a group of five OT 
questions based around a single scenario. 6096 of your TX exam is therefore made up of OT 
questions. It is essential that you have a good approach to answering these questions. OT 
questions are auto-marked; your workings will therefore not be considered; you have to answer 
the whole question correctly to earn their two marks. 


A step-by-step technique for tackling OT questions is outlined below: 


General guidance for approaching OT questions 
STEP 1: Answer the questions you know first. 
If you're having difficulty answering a question, move on and come back to 


tackle it once you've answered all the questions you know. It is often quicker to 
answer discursive style OT questions first, leaving more time for calculations. 


General guidance for approaching OT questions 
STEP 2: Answer all questions. 


There is no penalty for an incorrect answer in ACCA exams; there is nothing to 
gained by leaving an OT question unanswered. If you are stuck on a question, 
as a last resort, it is worth selecting the option you consider most likely to be 
correct and moving on. Make a note of the question, so if you have time after 
you have answered the of the questions, you can revisit it. 


Guidance for answering specific OT questions 

STEP 3: Read the requirement first! 

The requirement will be stated in bold text in the exam. Identify what you are 
being asked to do, any technical knowledge required and what type of OT 


question you are dealing with. Look for key words in the requirement such as 
"which TWO of the following," "which of the following is NOT" 


Guidance for answering specific OT questions 
STEP 4: Apply you technical knowledge to the data presented in the 
question. 


Take your time working through questions, and make sure to read through 
each answer option with care. OT questions are designed so that each answer 
option is plausible. Work through each response option and eliminate those 
you know are incorrect. 


Skills Checkpoint 1 covers this technique in detail through application of an OT case question. 
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Skill 2: Effective use of spreadsheets 
It is very likely that you will be required to use the spreadsheet response option in the constructed 


workspace for Section C questions. It is imperative that you know how to use the spreadsheet 
functions to prepare accurate and easy to follow calculations. 


The key steps are outlined below. 


STEP 1: Start by setting up the spreadsheet. 


STEP 2: Ensure the numbers are in a separate cell from the label. 


STEP 3: Always use formulae to perform calculations. 


STEP 4: Make efficient use of the SUM function. 


STEP 5: Only use separate workings for longer calculations and cross 
reference any workings using ‘=’ rather than re-typing the numbers. 


STEP 6: Does your answer look reasonable? 


Skills Checkpoint 2 covers this technique in detail through application to a question. 


Skill 3: The UK tax system and its administration 


You must study the whole syllabus in order to pass the TX exam, but having the administration 
knowledge at your fingertips will give you extra time in the exam to answer the more difficult 
questions. 


This skills checkpoint gives you a list of quick fire questions to help you learn the basic 
information. 
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Skill 4: Section C questions 


Section C questions contain one 10-mark question and two 15-mark questions. One 15-mark 

question will focus on income tax and the other one will focus on corporation tax. This means that 
you know roughly what to expect and you can use proformas where relevant to help with the long 
calculations. Discursive elements will be relatively short. 10-mark questions often cover more than 
one tax and are designed to act as a bridge question between TX and the higher level exam, ATX. 


A step-by-step technique for attempting these questions is outlined below. 


STEP 1: Read the requirements first and read them carefully. 


STEP 2: Learn and use the proformas where relevant. 


STEP 3: Input easy numbers from the question directly into your proforma. 


STEP 4: Always use formulae to perform basic calculations. 


STEP 5: Show longer workings separately. 


Skills Checkpoint 4 covers this technique in detail through application to a question. 


Skill 5: How to approach your TX exam 


You can answer your TX exam in whatever order you prefer. It is important that you adopt a 
strategy that works best for you. We would suggest that you decide on your preferred approach 
and practice it by doing a timed mock exam before your real exam. 


A suggested approach to tackling your TX exam is outlined below. 
Complete Section A first - allocated time 54 minutes 


Tackle any easier OT questions first. Often discursive style questions can be answered quickly, 
saving more time for calculations. Do not leave any questions unanswered. Even if you are unsure 
make a reasoned guess. 


Complete Section B next - allocated time 54 minutes 


You will have 18 mins of exam time to allocate to each of the three OT case questions in Section B. 
Use the same approach to OT questions as discussed for Section A. 


There will normally be discursive and numerical questions within each case. Again, it is better to 
tackle the discursive type questions first and make a reasoned guess for any questions you are 
unsure on. 


Finally, complete Section C - allocated time 72 minutes 
Start with the question you feel most confident with. 


Skills checkpoint 5 covers this technique in more detail. 
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Exam success skills 


Passing the TX exam requires more than applying syllabus knowledge and demonstrating the 
specific TX skills; it also requires the development of excellent exam technique through question 
practice. 


We consider the following six skills to be vital for exam success. The Skills Checkpoints show how 
each of these skills can be applied in the exam. 


Exam success skill 1 


Managing information 


Questions in the exam will present you with a lot of information. The skill is how you handle this 
information to make the best use of your time. The key is determining how you will approach the 
exam and then actively reading the questions. 


Advice on developing Managing information 
Approach 


The exam is 3 hours long. There is no designated 'reading' time at the start of the exam, however, 
one approach that can work well is to start the exam by spending 10-15 minutes carefully 
reading through all of the questions to familiarise yourself with the exam. 


Once you feel familiar with the exam, consider the order in which you will attempt the questions; 
always attempt them in your order of preference. For example, you may want to leave to last the 
question you consider to be the most difficult. 


If you do take this approach, remember to adjust the time available for each question 
appropriately — see Exam success skill 6: Good time management. 


If you find that this approach doesn't work for you, don't worry — you can develop your own 
technique. 


Active reading 


You must take an active approach to reading each question. Focus on the requirement first, 
underlining/ highlighting key verbs such as 'prepare', 'comment', 'explain', 'discuss', to ensure 
you answer the question properly. Then read the rest of the question, underlining/highlighting 
and annotating important and relevant information, and making notes of any relevant technical 
information you think you will need. 
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Exam success skill 2 


Correct interpretation of the requirements 


The active verb used often dictates the approach that written answers should take (eg 'explain', 
'discuss', 'evaluate"). It is important you identify and use the verb to define your approach. The 
correct interpretation of the requirements skill means correctly producing only what is being 
asked for by a requirement. Anything not required will not earn marks. 


Advice on developing correct interpretation of the requirements 


This skill can be developed by analysing question requirements and applying this process: 


Step 1 Read the requirement 


Firstly, read the requirement a couple of times slowly and carefully and highlight 
the active verbs. Use the active verbs to define what you plan to do. Make sure 
you identify any sub-requirements and any topics which you are specifically told 
you do not need to cover in your answer. Also note the number of marks available 
for each requirement or sub-requirement, as this will indicate the time available 
and hence the level of depth required in your answer. 


Step 2 Read the rest of the question 


By reading the requirement first, you will have an idea of what you are looking out 
for as you read through the scenario. This is a great time saver and means you 
don't end up having to read the whole question in full twice. You should do this in 
an active way — see Exam success skill 1: Managing Information. 


Step 3 Read the requirement again 


Read the requirement again to remind yourself of the exact wording before 
starting your answer. This will capture any misinterpretation of the requirements 
or any missed requirements entirely. This should become a habit in your approach 
and, with repeated practice, you will find the focus, relevance and depth of your 
answer plan will improve. 


Exam success skill 3 


Answer planning: Priorities, structure and logic 


This skill requires the planning of the key aspects of an answer which accurately and completely 
responds to the requirement. 


Advice on developing Answer planning: Priorities, structure and logic 


Everyone will have a preferred style for an answer plan. For example, it may be a mind map, 
bullet-pointed lists or simply making some notes. Choose the approach that you feel most 
comfortable with, or, if you are not sure, try out different approaches for different questions until 
you have found your preferred style. 


For 10 mark Section C questions, it can be useful to draw up a separate answer plan in the format 
of your choosing (eg a mind map or bullet-pointed lists). You will want to remind yourself of key 
facts from the scenario to avoid having to re-read the question — you should at the very least 
make a few notes including vital information such as the following key factors: 


. Nature of the taxpayer: is it an individual or a company? 


. For individuals: their age, any family relationships, their residence and domicile status, 
whether they're a basic, higher or additional rate taxpayer, and whether they've used their 
CGT annual exempt amount /IHT exemptions 


. For companies: their ownership structure and group relationships 


° Relevant dates: the year end(s) of businesses, dates of actual or proposed transactions, 
the date that a business started, dates of gifts (or death!) for IHT 
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Exam success skill 4 


Efficient numerical analysis 


This skill aims to maximise the marks awarded by making clear to the marker the process of 
arriving at your answer. This is achieved by laying out an answer such that, even if you make a 
few errors, you can still score subsequent marks for follow-on calculations. It is vital that you do 
not lose marks purely because the marker cannot follow what you have done. 


Advice on developing Efficient numerical analysis 


This skill can be developed by applying the following process: 


Step 1 Use a standard proforma working where relevant 


If answers can be laid out in a standard proforma then always plan to do so. This 
will help the marker to understand your working and allocate the marks easily. It 
will also help you to work through the figures in a methodical and time-efficient 
way. 


Step 2 Show your workings 


Keep your workings as clear and simple as possible and ensure they are cross- 
referenced to the main part of your answer. 


Step 3 Keep moving! 
It is important to remember that, in an exam situation, it is difficult to get every 
number 100% correct. The key is therefore ensuring you do not spend too long on 
any single calculation. If you are struggling with a solution then make a sensible 
assumption, state it and move on. 


Exam success skill 5 


Effective writing and presentation 


Written answers should be presented so that the marker can clearly see the points you are 
making, presented in the format specified in the question. The skill is to provide efficient written 
answers with sufficient breadth of points that answer the question, in the right depth, in the time 
available. 


Advice on developing Effective writing and presentation 


Step 1 Use headings 


Using the headings and sub-headings from your answer plan will give your 
answer structure, order and logic. This will ensure your answer links back to the 
requirement and is clearly signposted, making it easier for the marker to 
understand the different points you are making. Underlining your headings will 
also help the marker. 


Step 2 Write your answer in short, but full, sentences 


Use short, punchy sentences with the aim that every sentence should say 
something different and generate marks. Write in full sentences, ensuring your 
style is professional. 


Step 3 Do your calculations first and explanation second 


Questions sometimes ask for an explanation with supporting calculations. The 
best approach is to prepare the calculation first then add the explanation. 
Performing the calculation first should enable you to explain what you have done. 
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Exam success skill 6 


Good time management 


This skill means planning your time across all the requirements so that all tasks have been 
attempted at the end of the 3 hours available and actively checking on time during your exam. 
This is so that you can flex your approach and prioritise requirements which, in your judgement, 
will generate the maximum marks in the available time remaining. 


Advice on developing Good time management 


The exam is 3 hours long, which translates to 1.8 minutes per mark. At the beginning of a 
question, work out the amount of time you should be spending on each requirement If you take 
the approach of spending 10-15 minutes reading and planning at the start of the exam, adjust 
the time allocated to each question accordingly. 


Keep an eye on the clock 


Aim to attempt all requirements, but be ready to be ruthless and move on if your answer is not 
going as planned. The challenge for many is sticking to planned timings. Be aware this is difficult 
to achieve in the early stages of your studies and be ready to let this skill develop over time.

The answer £2,286 assumes the due date is 31 January 2021 so that six month's interest is 
due. The answer £4,572 is one whole year of interest.

The majority of candidates selected 5 April 2022, suggesting that they had confused the 
deadline for a raising a discovery assessment with the deadline for notifying the taxpayer 
of a compliance check. 5 April 2025 is the basic deadline for issuing a discovery 
assessment, and 5 April 2027 is the deadline for issuing a discovery assessment where the 
taxpayer has made a careless error. 


Candidates are reminded to devote sufficient attention to tax administration in their 
revision. 


Make a determination 


If notice has been served on a taxpayer to submit a return but the return is not submitted 
by the due filing date, an officer of HMRC may make a determination, to the best of their 
information and belief, of the amounts liable to income tax and CGT and of the tax due, 
within four years of the end of the relevant tax year. 


Examining team's comments. This question tested candidates' knowledge of how HMRC 
can make a determination of the amount of tax that a taxpayer is liable to. Perhaps not 
surprisingly, more than 40% of candidates opted for 'start a compliance check enquiry into 
the return' — possibly because a compliance check was the most well-known of the options. 
However, the correct answer (a determination) was the second most popular choice. 
Although this style of question can be answered very quickly, it does not mean that it 
doesn't warrant any thought. Realising that a compliance check by its very nature involves 
a submitted return, could have easily ruled this option out.

Examining team's comments. This question tested candidates' ability to calculate late 
payment interest where an excessive claim has been made to reduce a payment on 
account. Answers were spread fairly evenly over the four choices, indicating that many 
candidates simply made an educated guess. Although not an easy question, taking a 
careful approach with amounts and dates would probably have achieved the correct 
answer. The most important point was the £6,000 payment on 30 September 2021, which 
was two months late. The final payment was made on time. Therefore, £7,800 was late for 
two months (31 July to 30 September 2021) and £1,800 (£7,800 - £6,000) was late for four 
months (1 October 2021 to 31 January 2022). The interest at 2.7596 is £52, ie (£7,800 x 
2.75% x 2/12) + (£1,800 x 2.75% x 4/12), making a total of £52. An alternative working 
would have been £6,000 late for two months and £1,800 late for six months.This question 
demonstrates just how much care needs to be taken with dates when calculating interest 
payable on late tax payments.

Examining team's comments. This was a straightforward question on filing dates for 
corporation tax for a long period. The correct answer is the fourth option. Two tax returns 
are required, one for the year ended 31 December 2020 and one for the period ended 

31 March 2021, however both of them have the same filing date and must be filed by 

31 March 2022. Most candidates selected the third option, for each return being filed 

12 months after the period end, and others selected the first option, using the payment 
dates rather than filing dates. 


22 1 March 2021 


Examining team's comments. This was another tax administration question on the date 
which a company must notify HMRC of its first accounting period. A company must notify 
HMRC of the beginning of its first accounting period within three months. The company 
was incorporated on 1 October 2020 but did not start to trade until 1 December 2020, and 
it is the date the company started to trade that is relevant here, so the correct answer is 
the third option, 1 March 2021. Most candidates chose the second option, being three 
months after the company was incorporated, with the next most popular answer being the 
first option, the date that the company started to trade (or two months after the company 
was incorporated). The fourth option, being 12 months after the first accounts for the 
period to 30 June 2021, was also selected by more candidates than the correct answer. 
Tax administration is an important area of the syllabus, so future candidates should ensure 
they cover this area in their preparation.

Examining team's comments. If Dee Ltd files its tax return for the year ended

Notification of chargeability 


John should have given notice to HM Revenue 6 Customs (HMRC) of his 
chargeability to income tax for 2019/20 by 5 October 2020. 


The maximum penalty for careless late notification is 3096 of the Potential Lost 
Revenue (PLR) to HMRC which will be John's tax payable on the return for 2019/20. 


However, if John tells HMRC of his failure to notify within 12 months and John has no 
reason to believe HMRC has discovered, or is about to discover, the error 
(unprompted disclosure) as appears to be the case here, the penalty can be reduced 
by HMRC to 096. 


Compliance check 


If HMRC intends to carry out a compliance check enquiry into John's 2019/20 tax 
return, it will have to notify him by the first anniversary of the actual filing date. 


HMRC has the right to carry out a compliance check enquiry as regards the 
completeness and accuracy of any return and some returns are selected for a 
compliance check enquiry at random. 


Other returns are selected for a particular reason; for example, if HMRC believes that 
there has been an underpayment of tax due to the taxpayer's failure to comply with 
tax legislation. 


Saving is encouraged by offering individuals tax incentives such as income tax and 
capital gains tax exemptions on individual savings accounts and income tax relief on 
pension contributions. 


Charitable support is encouraged by giving individuals income tax relief on 
donations made through the gift aid scheme or by pauroll deduction. 


Entrepreneurs are encouraged to build their own businesses through various capital 
gains tax reliefs such as business asset disposal relief. 


Investment in plant and machinery is encouraged through capital allowances.

Examining team's comments. This question required candidates to demonstrate their 
knowledge in respect of capital allowances on cars, where there was a disposal of a car 
during the year which was also used for private use by Olive. 
As the car was disposed of during the year, candidates need to recognise that a balancing 
allowance arose on its disposal, and that the amount of capital allowance Olive could 
claim was restricted to the business use element (ie 6096). 
Many candidates instead chose the fourth answer, continuing to write down the cost of the 
car, rather than calculating a balancing allowance. Candidates are reminded that cars 
which are used partly for private use by a sole trader are put into their own pool and on 
disposal a balancing charge or allowance may arise.

Examining team's comments. This question examines knowledge of the deadline for an 
individual taxpayer to claim relief for a trading loss which they wish to offset in the tax year 
prior to the tax year in which the loss arose. The correct answer is the second option 
(31 January 2023), as a claim must be made within one year of 31 January following the 
end of the tax year in which the loss arose. Therefore, as the loss arose in the tax year 
2020/21, a claim for relief must be made by 31 January 2023. 
The second option was the most common answer selected but a significant number of 
candidates also chose each of the other answer options, suggesting that many candidates 
were not well prepared for a question on this topic. The second most common answer was 
the first option (31 January 2022) which is the deadline for submitting a personal tax return 
online for the tax year 2020/21. Candidates may have selected this date as they are 
familiar with this deadline in relation to the tax year 2020/21 and assumed the deadline for 
claiming the loss would be the same. 
Administration deadlines, both for individuals and companies, are an important part of the 
syllabus and future candidates are reminded of the importance of learning, and being able 
to distinguish between, the different deadlines as part of their studies.

The loss of £26,230 for 2019/20 can be claimed against general income for the three preceding 
years, under early years loss relief, earliest year first, since the loss is incurred in one of the first 
four years of Michael's trade.

In part (c), remember 
that a trading loss can be relieved against total income in the tax year of the loss and the 
preceding tax year and can also be extended against chargeable gains. 


Easy marks. There were some easy marks in part (b) for dealing with the interest paid by 
Francine on her loan. 


Examining team's comments. This question had three separate scenarios, of which the first and 
third were fairly well answered and the second was less well answered. 


The first scenario in part (a) involved three individuals who were in partnership, preparing 
accounts to 31 October annually. A fourth partner joined mid-way through an accounting period 
and the requirement was to calculate the new partner's trading income assessment for his first 
tax year as a partner. Although many candidates demonstrated satisfactory knowledge here, a 
large number wasted a significant amount of time bu also performing calculations for the three 
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existing partners, despite the requirement only concerning the new partner. 


The second scenario in part (b) involved an employee who was provided with a beneficial loan 
part-way through the tax year. The loan was subsequently increased before the end of the tax 
year. The basic idea behind this question was that candidates had to calculate the benefit using 
the average method (they were instructed to use this method), with the interest actually paid to 
the employer being calculated on a strict basis. However, many candidates failed to read the 
requirement carefully and thus ignored the instruction to use the average basis when calculating 
the taxable benefit. In addition, many candidates failed to use proper workings and accordingly 
became confused mid-way through their calculations. 


The third scenario in part (c) involved a self-employed taxpayer who had made a trading loss in 
the tax year. On the assumption that the taxpayer relieved his trading loss as early as possible, 
the requirement was to calculate the amount of trading loss carried forward to the next tax year. 
Once again, many candidates' workings were not well laid out. Many candidates prepared tax 
computations for both years for which figures were provided, before realising that all that was 
required was a loss memorandum. The set off of the brought forward capital loss against the 
current year chargeable gain was also often overlooked.

Examining team's comments. In part (a), most candidates missed the fact that the taxpayer 
would not incur any significant expenses in respect of the contract and would not be taking any 
significant financial risk. Many candidates incorrectly gave the payment of tax under PAYE for 
the previous year as an indicator. 


Part (b) was well answered, but many candidates produced extremely long answers for what 
should have been a simple set of workings. For example, the capital allowance was simply a 10096 
annual investment allowance on the purchase of a new asset and did not require a detailed 
capital allowances computation. 


In part (c), as regards the payment aspect, most candidates just referred to PAYE without any 
further relevant detail. Very few appreciated that the due date under the self-employed basis was 
simply 31 January following the tax year — payments on account not being required because the 
previous year's tax liability was collected under PAYE.

Some assets are commonly held as investments for their intrinsic value, for example an 
individual may buy shares for dividend income produced by them or may buy a painting to 
enjoy it as a work of art. A subsequent disposal of an investment asset usually produces a 
capital gain. Where the subject matter of a transaction is not an investment asset, any 


profit on resale is usually a trading profit. 


Length of ownership 


If items purchased are sold soon afterwards, this indicates trading transactions. 


Frequency of transactions 


Transactions which may, in isolation, be of a capital nature will be interpreted as trading 


transactions where their frequency indicates the carrying on of a trade. 


Work done 


When work is done to make an asset more marketable, or steps are taken to find 


purchasers, this is likely to be indicative of trading. 
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Circumstances of realisation 


A forced sale, for example to realise funds for an emergency, is not likely to be treated as 
trading. 


Motive 


The absence of a profit motive will not necessarily preclude a tax charge as trading 
income, but its presence is a strong indication that a person is trading.

Top tips. Make sure you are familiar with the tax rates and allowances which will be given to you 
in the exam. They include a lot of useful information such as mileage allowance, car benefit and 


the official rate of interest which will help you in answering this question. 


Easy marks. There were some easy marks for calculation of basic employment benefits such as 


car benefit and living accommodation benefit. 


Examining team's comments. Part (a) was generally very well answered. Surprisingly, the aspect 
that caused the biggest problem was the salary, because many candidates did not appreciate 
that it was necessary to calculate an annual figure. With calculations such as those for the 
mileage allowance, candidates are advised to study and replicate the layout followed in model 
answers rather than attempting their own style of short-cut. It is also a very poor approach to 
simply refer to a question note when answering, such as (5) instead of incidental expenses. 


Many candidates found part (b) difficult, and often based their answers on self-assessment tax 
return information or PAYE form P45. One clue should have been that the question said 'provided 


to Wai', so clearly a tax return could not be relevant.

Examining team's comments. Part (a) of the question was a typical income tax liability 
calculation (for both the husband and wife), and it was generally very well answered. Part (b) of 
the question involved income tax planning, requiring a calculation of the husband's income tax 
saving for the tax year if the building society deposit account had been in his wife's sole name 
instead of in joint names for the entire year. Given that the husband's personal allowance 
restriction would be reduced, the answer was simply the amount of interest (after deducting the 
savings income nil rate band of £500) at 6096. However, half page answers were quite common. 
Once again, working at the margin (where appropriate) could have saved an enormous amount 
of time.

Easy marks. Recognising the exempt benefits and mentioning them in your answer is important 
to get some easy marks. 


Examining team's comments. Two aspects to this question caused particular difficulty. Firstly, 
many candidates treated the pension income (state pension, employer's occupational pension 
scheme and a private pension) as exempt income. Secondly, the format in which information was 
given for two properties caused a certain amount of confusion, with the information relevant for 
income tax and the capital gains tax details being shown within the one table; candidates being 
required to separate out the relevant information for income tax and capital gains tax purposes. 
Here figures were often duplicated with, for example, revenue expenditure being (correctlu) 
deducted as an expense in calculating the property business profit, but then also (incorrectlu) 
deducted in calculating chargeable gains.

Top tips. Part (b) is quite challenging and you need to adopt a logical approach by first working 
out the annual allowances that have been used and then working out the remaining allowances 
to be carried forward. Make sure you use the earliest available tax year brought forward 
allowance first. This maximises the amount that can be carried forward. 


Easy marks. There were easy marks in part (a) for dealing with employment income benefits and 
expenses. 


Examining team's comments. Part (a) was very well answered, and there were many perfect 
answers. However, the following points should be noted when answering this style of question: 


(a) Ifa question requires just a calculation of taxable income, then that is where candidates 
should stop. Calculating the income tax liability wastes valuable time. 


(b) As stated in the requirements, candidates should always clearly indicate (by the use of a 
zero) any items which are not taxable or deductible — such as the employer pension 
scheme contribution and the disallowable subscription. 


(c) | Candidates should think carefully about which workings can be included as one-line 
calculations within the main taxable income computation, and which need their own 
separate working. The only aspects which warranted separate workings here were the 
mileage allowance and property income. These workings should always have a heading or 
be obviously identifiable. Just referencing adjustments to the bullet list numbers used in the 
question is not good exam technique. 


(d) | The use of abbreviated numbers, such as 15.6k instead of 15,600 for the reimbursed 
mileage, should be avoided. 


(e) | With a computation containing both additions and deductions, candidates should be very 
careful to indicate which is which. A single column approach with deductions shown in 
brackets avoids any confusion. 


(f) Where a result is obvious, such as no personal allowance being available (because the 
adjusted net income of £292,420 exceeded £125,000), all that is needed is a zero entry. 
There is no need for an explanation or a calculation of the reduction to nil. 


(g) | Candidates need to appreciate that each source of income is self-contained. It is not 
correct to show all the receipts from each source first (such as rent receivable), and then all 
the various expenses lumped together (such as property income deductions). With a 
separate working for property income, just the one figure for property income should then 
be included in the main taxable income computation. 


Although most candidates scored some marks for part (b), few achieved full marks. The three 
marks available for this section should have been a good indication as to the complexity of the 
requirement.

Top tips. In part (a), keep your points brief and relevant to the facts given in the question. 


Easy marks. In part (b) there were some easy marks for calculating taxable benefits and 
identifying exempt benefits. 


Examining team's comments. Part (a) for 3 marks required candidates to explain why Dill was 
treated as not resident in the UK for the tax year 2018/19. Although reasonably well answered, 
very few candidates managed to pick up all the available marks for this section. For example, 
most candidates simply stated that Dill had been in the UK for 60 days, rather than indicating 
that this fell in the 46 to 90 day band from the tax tables. A number of candidates wasted time by 
explaining the automatically resident and not resident tests, when it was obvious that these were 
not relevant. Then when discussing UK ties, some candidates focused on those ties which were not 
met, rather than those which were. The three marks available should have been a clear indication 
that a long, detailed, explanation was not required. 


Part (b) for 12 marks required candidates to calculate Dill's taxable income for the tax year 
2020/21. This section was generally answered very well, with many candidates achieving high 
marks. Common problems included: 


. Not appreciating that the benefit of a workplace nursery is an exempt benefit. 
. Treating subscriptions as benefits rather than as deductions. 
. Omitting the personal allowance. Even when shown, it was obvious (given the level of Dill's 


income) that the personal allowance was not available, so all that was needed was a zero 
entry. There was no need for an explanation or a calculation of the reduction to nil. 


. If a question requires just a calculation of taxable income, then that is where candidates 
should stop. Calculating the income tax liability just wastes valuable time. 


° As stated in the requirements, candidates should always clearly indicate (by the use of a 
zero) any items which are not taxable or deductible — such as exempt benefits, non- 
deductible expenses and exempt income.

As Dill spends between hó and 90 days in the UK in the tax year 2019/20 and was 
previously UK resident in at least one of the previous three tax years, she will be UK resident 
in that tax year if she has three or more UK ties. 


Dill has two UK ties: 


. Available UK accommodation in which she spent at least one night during the tax 
year; and 
. More than 90 days spent in the UK in either or both of the previous two tax years.

Top tips. In part (a) you need to deal with Danh's residence position for both the tax years 
2018/19 and 2019/20. Don't waste time dealing with ties that Danh does not satisfy, just state the 
ones which are relevant. 


Easy marks. There are easy marks in part (b) for dealing with adjustment of profit. Watch out for 
the computation of the capital allowance on the car as you need to think about whot rate of 
capital allowance will be given, private use and the length of the period of account. 


Examining team's comments. Part (a) for 3 marks required candidates to explain whether Danh 
was treated as resident or not resident in the UK for each of the tax years 2018/19 and 2019/20. 
This section was reasonably well answered, although a number of candidates did not appreciate 
that there would be one additional UK tie for the tax year 2019/20. This is often the case where a 
question covers two tax years since for the second year a taxpayer will have the additional UK tie 
of being in the UK for more than 90 days during the previous tax year. 


Where a question makes it clear that that the tests of automatic residence and automatic non- 
residence are not relevant, then there is nothing to be gained from explaining why this is the case. 
It should have been quite obvious from reading the question that only residence based on UK ties 
needed to be considered. The three marks available for this section was a good indication as to 
the length of answer required. 


Part (b) for 12 marks required candidates to calculate Danh's income tax liability for the tax year 
2020/21. This section was very well answered, and there were many perfect responses. However, 
the following points should be noted when answering this style of question: 


° Candidates should think carefully about which workings can be included as one-line 
calculations within the main computation and which need their own separate working. For 
example, the partnership loss calculation of £12,600 x 7/12 x 20% = 1,470 was easily 
included within the main computation which would have saved candidates time. The only 
aspects which warranted separate workings here were the trading profit and property 
income. 


. As mentioned above, the calculation for the partnership loss was fairly straightforward. 
There was no need to work out the loss allocations for the other partners and such workings 
simply used valuable time. 


. Practice as many computations as possible. If this is done, basic mistakes such as applying 
the motor car benefit rules rather than claiming capital allowances should be avoided. 
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° As stated in the requirements, candidates should always clearly indicate (by the use of a 
zero) any items which do not require adjustment — the accountancy fees were deductible 
when calculating the trading profit, but this needed to be indicated. 


. With computations containing both additions and deductions, candidates should be very 
careful to indicate which is which. A single column approach with deductions shown in 
brackets should avoid any confusion. 


° Candidates need to appreciate that each source of income is self-contained. It is not 
technically correct to show all the receipts from each source first (such as rent receivable), 
and then the various deductions shown later in the main computation (such as property 
income deductions). With a separate working for property income, just the one figure for 
property income should then be included in the main taxable income computation.

Top tips. Make sure you indicate with a zero if a benefit or income received is exempt or a 
deduction is not allowable. 


Easy marks. There were easy marks for recognising taxable and exempt benefits. 


Examining team's comments. Part (a) was very well answered, and there were many perfect 
responses. However, the following points should be noted when answering this style of question: 


° Candidates should think carefully about which workings can be included as one-line 
calculations within the main computation and which need their own separate working. For 
example, there were two car benefit calculations which were easily included within the 
main computation. The only aspect which warranted a separate working here was the 
partnership trading profit. 


. When calculating Martin's share of the partnership's trading profit, it was only necessary 
to deal with his share. The allocations made to the other two partners were not relevant. 


° Practice as many computations as possible. If this is done, basic mistakes such as claiming 
capital allowances rather than applying the motor car benefit rules can be avoided. 


e. As stated in the requirements, candidates should always clearly indicate (by the use of a 
zero) any items which do not require adjustment. The beneficial loan and the interest on the 
maturity of savings certificates were exempt, but this needed to be indicated. 


. With computations containing both additions and deductions, candidates should be very 
careful to indicate which is which. A single column approach with deductions shown in 
brackets avoids any confusion. 


° Candidates should appreciate that if expenses are paid privately by an employee, then 
they cannot possibly be taxable benefits — only a potential deduction against taxable 
income. In this case, Martin had paid a professional subscription (which was relevant to his 
employment with Global plc) and a membership fee to a health club (which he used to 
entertain Global plc's clients). It was clearly stated that Global plc did not reimburse Martin 
for either of these costs. 


. Being aware of which benefits are exempt, such as the beneficial loan not exceeding 
£10,000, will avoid spending time on unnecessary calculations. 


° Reading and understanding a question's requirements will avoid spending a lot of time 
calculating an income tax liability when it is not needed. The requirement was just to 
calculate Martin's taxable income. 


Part (b)(i) was not answered particularly well. The deadline was 31 January 2023, but too many 
candidates gave a date of 12 months following the submission of Martin's self-assessment tax 
return. 


Answers for TX-UK need to be precise, so the explanation how HMRC will calculate interest should 
have said that this will be from the original due date (31 January 2022) to the date that the 
additional tax is paid. A general discussion of how HMRC charges interest was not sufficient. 


Although part (b)(ii) was better answered than part (b)(i), too many candidates wrote everything 
they knew on compliance checks rather than focusing on the information given — it being clearly 
stated that this was not a random check. 


Candidates should note that detailed answers are not required where just a few marks are 
involved as was the case for both aspects of part (b).

Easy marks. There were some easy Y? marks for showing that the premium bond prize and the 
interest from savings certificates were exempt income — but would you have got them by using a 
zero in your computation? 


Examining team's comments. Part (a) was reasonably well answered, although candidates 
sometimes did not focus their answers on the information given. For example, there was no point 
mentioning the UK ties which were not met by Tonie. The section was for just two marks, so this 
should have been a good indication that only a few brief sentences were required and not a half 
page discussion on everything a candidate knew about the residence rules. 


Part (b) was well answered. However, candidates should avoid repetition by, for example, stating 
that Tonie (1) attended weekly meetings at Droid plc's offices, and (2) received instructions — 
these were both indications of control. When asked for a list it is easiest to answer using a list 
format. 


With the exception of the accrued gilt income, part (c) was generally very well answered. 


° Candidates should note that most of the workings for this style of question can be included 
within the main computation. For example, the mileage allowance deduction was easily 
included within the main computation. The only aspect which warranted a separate 
working here was property income. 
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. With computations containing both additions and deductions, candidates should be very 
careful to indicate which is which. A single column approach with deductions included as 
such on the spreadsheet avoids any confusion. 


. The fact that the property income deduction for mortgage interest was restricted to 50% 
was often overlooked. 


° Candidates should note that taxable income is after the personal allowance has been 
deducted. 
. Reading and understanding a guestion's reguirements will avoid spending time calculating 


an income tax liability when it is not needed. The reguirement was just to calculate Tonie's 
taxable income.

The gift of the antique jewellery is a gift of a non-wasting chattel but it would only be

The gift of the sculpture is a gift of a non-wasting chattel but results in a loss. The loss will 
be restricted by deeming the market value to be £6,000. 


Examining team's comments. This question examines exempt gifts for capital gains tax 
purposes. The correct answer is gift of a motor boat valued at £10,000 (cost £5,000) to his 
aunt. This is an exempt gift because it is a wasting chattel (ie a tangible, movable asset 
with an expected life not exceeding 5O years). Wasting chattels (other than those eligible 
for capital allowances) are always treated as exempt disposals. The value and original cost 
are irrelevant. 


Answer option gift of unquoted shares in a United Kingdom company valued at £2,500 
(cost £1,800) to his brother was the most commonly chosen, suggesting that candidates 
may not have known the special rules regarding chattels well enough.

Easy marks. There were some easy marks for basic computation of capital gains tax in part (b) 
but you should make sure that you clearly show which individual is making the disposal in each 
case. 


Examining team's comments. Although there were some good answers to part (a), many 
candidates used up valuable time by producing full tax computations. The question stated that 
these were not required, indicating that workings were to be done at the margin. 


Many candidates did not appreciate that the personal pension contribution would have no 
impact on NICs. This fact should have just been stated, without any need to perform calculations. 
Many candidates did not realise that the personal pension contribution would bring Dembe's 
adjusted net income down from in excess of £125,000, to less than £100,000. Therefore, the 
personal allowance would have been fully reinstated. This shows the importance of carefully 
considering the impact of all the information provided. 


Part (b) was generally well answered provided the basic tax planning involved was understood. 
Transferring the property to Kato prior to its disposal meant a lower rate of capital gains tax 
(CGT) on part of the gain, plus Kato's annual exempt amount was available (Dembe's was not). 


Somewhat surprisingly, quite a few candidates used the incorrect rates of CGT, despite the fact 
that these rates are provided in the tax rates and allowances. The £2,000 in additional legal fees 
were often not taken into account in the comparison. 


Part (c) was not particularly well answered, with many candidates not appreciating how 
straightforward the answer actually was. 


The couple's estate, with a value of £950,000, would have been fully covered by the available nil 
rate bands totalling £1,000,000 (two nil rate bands of £325,000, and two residence nil rate bands 
of £175,000). The IHT liability was therefore nil. 


Even if IHT were payable (for example, if the value of the estate increased faster than the 
available nil rate bands), then there would be no advantage to leaving assets to children on the 
first death. This is because unused nil rate bands can be transferred to the surviving spouse. This 
very basic IHT planning was often overlooked.

Examining team's comments. This calculative guestion tested candidates' knowledge of 
group relief. The guestion asked candidates to calculate the maximum amount of group 
relief which Boon Ltd could claim from Bab Ltd. The correct answer was £38,000. Boon Ltd 
can claim group relief against its taxable total profits, in this case £40,000 (£36,000 + 
£4,000). Bab Ltd does not need to use its trading loss against its own profits first, so it can 
surrender the full amount of £38,000 to Boon Ltd. 


Most candidates answered £31,000, indicating that they may have thought that Bab Ltd 
had to use the loss against its chargeable gains first. Many candidates answered £36,000, 
perhaps because they thought that group relief can only be set against trading income. 


Group relief is an important aspect of the sullabus in respect of corporation tax, and 
candidates should ensure they are familiar with the rules and can apply them to a given 
scenario.

The maximum potential surrender by White Ltd is therefore £351,300, 
Maximum group relief claim by Black Ltd from White Ltd

£3,000, 


Maximum group relief claim by Black Ltd from Grey Ltd 


The maximum carry forward group relief claim is the lower of the claim that can be made 
by Black Ltd and the surrender that can be made by Grey Ltd ie £3,000, 


(b (i) Companies form a chargeable gains group if at each level in the group structure 
there is a 75% shareholding. 


However, the parent company must also have an effective interest of over 50% in each 
group company. 
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(ii) The election will enable the capital loss of £66,000 to be set against the capital gain 
of £74,800 and so save tax in the current year. Otherwise the loss would have to be 
carried forward by Culinary Ltd and set against future gains. 


Tutorial note 


Alternatively, an election could have been made to transfer the loss of Culinary Ltd 
to Gastron Ltd to set against the gain. The overall corporation tax effect for the 
chargeable gains group would have been the same. 


(i) ^ Companies in a chargeable gains group make intra-group transfers of chargeable 
assets without a chargeable gain or an allowable loss arising. 


If a member of a chargeable gains group disposes of an asset eligible for chargeable 
gains rollover relief it may treat all of the group companies as a single unit for the 
purpose of claiming such relief.

Top tips. Make sure that you use subheadings to identify your computations. This will help you 
extract the correct amounts for the overall tax and NICs savings. 


Easy marks. There are plenty of easy marks in this question for basic computations but you need 
to adopt a methodical approach to obtain these marks. Use the list in the question to make sure 
you don't miss any out! 


Examining team's comments. The requirement for 10 marks was to calculate the overall saving 
of taxes and NICs if the revised basis of profit extraction was used instead of the original basis. 
There were many perfect answers to this question, although other candidates had difficulty with 
various aspects. This scenario is covered in the Higher Skills article which has been published, and 
candidates are advised to work carefully through the examples contained in the article. It is 
important that candidates appreciate the interactions involved in this type of higher skills 
question. For example, director's remuneration reduces a company's taxable total profits, but the 
payment of dividends does not. Most candidates forgot to deduct the employer's NICs when 
calculating Alimag Ltd's profits. Another fairly common mistake was to apply NICs to the 
dividends received. 


As already mentioned, tax and NIC figures were provided for the original basis of profit 
extraction. Candidates should never attempt to recalculate these figures for themselves, since alll 
this does is waste a lot of time. Where there are several computations forming part of the same 
question, then candidates should always use appropriate headings to indicate which aspect is 
being answered. The tax computations were relatively straightforward, so there was no need, for 
example, to have separate columns for director's remuneration and dividends. The same went for 
the NIC computations given that the 2% rate was not applicable. [BPP note. Despite this 
comment, we still prefer using separate columns for non-savings income and dividend income, as 
opposed to the examining team's approach of using a single column, since using separate 
columns ensures that the personal allowance is set off correctly and that a further deduction of 
the personal allowance against non-savings income does not need to be made when computing 
tax.] 


The calculation of the overall tax and NICs saving was often omitted. This was a very easy one 
mark to obtain given that candidates simply had to use figures already calculated.

Top tips. When computing Kaya's income tax liability if she receives additional dividend income, 
simply calculate the additional tax on the dividend income rather than rework the whole income 
tax computation. 


Easy marks. There were easy marks for stating that, if Kaya receives additional dividend income, 
there will be no change to the national insurance contributions for Kaya and Hopi Ltd and no 
change to Hopi Ltd's corporation tax liability. 


Examining team's comments. The requirement for 10 marks was to calculate the revised tax and 
national insurance contributions (NICs) for Kaya and Hopi Ltd for the year ended 5 April [2021] if, 
on 31 March [2021], Kaya paid herself a bonus of £25,000 (1) as additional director's 
remuneration or (2) as an additional dividend. Those candidates who understood basic tax rules 
had no difficulty answering this question. 


As warned in previous reports, where tax figures are given for the original scenario, candidates 
should never attempt to recalculate these figures for themselves. All this does is lose valuable time 
with candidates producing three sets of workings rather than the expected two. Candidates 
should always read the requirements very carefully. These types of questions often require a 
summary or a conclusion, but neither was necessary for this question — again those candidates 
who provided one lost a bit more time. 


Where computations are required for two different scenarios, candidates should clearly indicate 
which scenario is being answered. It is much better to deal with one scenario first, then the 
second, rather than have a mix of computations dealing with one tax at a time, such as all the 
income tax and class 1 NIC computations for Kaya, then the corporation tax and class 1 NIC 
calculations for Hopi Ltd. Although full marks are awarded for correct answers however the 
information is presented, dealing with one scenario at a time can help candidates to ensure they 
have covered all aspects in their answers. 


Some of the calculations in this question required full computations (such as Kaya's income tax 
liability under the additional director's remuneration alternative), whereas others (such as Kaya's 
income tax liability under the additional dividend alternative) could be calculated by working at 
the margin. Appreciating where full computations can be avoided saves time as well as reducing 
the complexity of the workings. Also, under the additional dividend alternative, many candidates 
did not appreciate that the class 1 NICs and Hopi Ltd's corporation tax liability would not change 
from the original figures provided. 


In summary, although many candidates correctly calculated most, if not all, of the revised tax 
and NICs, theu often took a much longer route in reaching their answer than was necessary. 
Working through past examination questions will help candidates familiarise themselves with the 
best approach to be taken when answering these tupes of questions. Also, it is important that 
candidates appreciate the interactions which can arise in these questions, and an article has 
been published covering many of the scenarios which could be examined.

Top tips. When you are given a figure for a tax liability in the question don't waste time proving 
that the figure is correct — just use it! 


Easy marks. There were some easy marks for basic income tax and corporation tax 
computations but you needed to keep them separate and then compare them at the end of your 
answer. 


Examining team's comments. In part (a), those candidates who made sure that they understood 
the scenario and worked carefully through each calculation had no difficulty answering this 
section. 


As warned in previous reports, where a tax figure is given for one of the scenarios (in this case, the 
corporation tax figure), candidates should never attempt to recalculate the figure for themselves. 
All this does is use up valuable time. As regards the conclusion, this should have just been a 
calculation of the tax difference between the two scenarios. There was no need for a detailed 
explanation. 


Where computations are required for two different scenarios, candidates should clearly indicate 
which scenario is being answered. This is particularly important where some of the same 
information is used in both scenarios. In this case employment income and the personal 
allowance were common across both scenarios. Some candidates attempted to answer this 
question with just the one computation; impossible given that property income formed part of the 
first computation, with dividend income included in the second. 


It should have been quite clear from the information provided that full computations were 
necessary for both scenarios. Those candidates who calculated the tax liability for a personal 
purchase and then attempted to adjust the figures for a corporate purchase invariably ended up 
with a very confused answer. 


The personal purchase required candidates to apply the recently introduced restriction whereby 
relief for property income finance costs is restricted to the basic rate. Candidates should be 
particularly aware of such recent tax changes and this is why an annual Finance Act update 
article is published. 


Working through past examination questions will help candidates familiarise themselves with the 
best approach to be taken when answering questions which examine more than one tax. Also, it is 
important that candidates appreciate the interactions that can arise in such questions, and an 
article has been published covering many of the scenarios which could be examined. Although 
there were many good answers to part (b), some candidates discussed the finance costs 
restriction when this has nothing to do with taxable gains. All that was required was a brief 
mention (not a detailed answer) of the annual exempt amount.

Top tips. For part (a) you might want to start this question by computing the capital allowances. 
You can then just slot this into the adjustment of profit proforma at the appropriate place. 


Easy marks. There were some easy marks for standard adjustments to profit in part (a). 


Examining team's comments. Most candidates had little difficulty with part (a). One poor 
practice was the use of notes and explanations. It was a simple matter, as per the model answer, 
to just list all the items of expenditure (and show whether or not an adjustment was required), so 
the use of notes (such as for the gifts and donations) was completely unnecessary and against 
the guidance given in the note to the requirement. Since the requirement was for a calculation, 
explanations are not required, and result in wasted time. As regards the capital allowances, many 


candidates did not appreciate that the delivery van qualified for the 100% annual investment 
allowance - instead including it in the special rate pool. 


There were many perfect answers to part (b), although disappointingly a few candidates tried to 


time-apportion profits using the opening year rules.

Easy marks. There were some easy marks for the adjustment to trading profit and computation 
of corporation tax in part (b). 


Examining team's comments. In part (a), most candidates appreciated that an accounting 
period starts when a company commences to trade, but many could not provide any other 
circumstances. For example, an accounting period will also start when a company otherwise 
becomes liable to corporation tax. 


In part (b), the aspect of this question which appeared to cause candidates the most difficulties 
was the lease premium deduction and the difficulties were largely due to a failure to read the 
question carefully. Candidates were given the amount of the premium assessed on the landlord 
as income. However, a lot of candidates misread this figure as being the total premium paid. 


Part (c) of the question was reasonably well answered.

Top tips. Don't forget to answer both parts of the question. In part (b) you only needed to make a 
couple of points in order to gain the marks. 


Easy marks. There should have been easy marks for well-known adjustments such as 
depreciation and amortisation. The capital allowances computation was quite straightforward. 


Examining team's comments. Part (a) was well answered. Surprisingly, the one aspect which 
consistently caused difficulty was the qualifying charitable donation. Many candidates added 
this back prior to deducting it, with others grossing up the deduction. Also, it is important that 
candidates know basic tax rules. Even though all of the items included in the capital allowances 
special rate pool had been sold, there was no balancing allowance because Online Ltd's trade did 
not cease. This was another computation where candidates needed to think carefully about 
where to show workings. In this case, the deduction for the lease premium, capital allowances 
and the chargeable gain warranted separate workings. lt was not a good idea for candidates to 
attempt a short-cut approach to any of these workings. As regards the chargeoble gain, quite a 
few candidates included the gain from the disposal made three years previously. This shows just 
how much care needs to be taken over dates. 


In part (b) many candidates appreciated that acquiring a 51% group company would mean that 
the profit threshold for establishing whether Online Ltd is a large company would be reduced to 
£750,000. It would therefore be likely that the company's corporation tax would in future be 
payable by quarterly instalments. Having established this point, there was no need to then go on 
and explain quarterly instalments in detail. If such detail was needed, then this would have been 
made clear in the requirement. For some candidates, this was another example of where they 
wanted to answer the question that would have preferred had been set - in this case, explaining 
why the reliefs available with a 7596 group relationship were not available with just a 6096 
shareholding. Few candidates correctly stated that the dividends received from Offline Ltd, being 
group dividends, would not form part of Online Ltd's profits when establishing its large company 
status.

Top tips. When a company ceases to trade, no writing down allowances are given in the final 
accounting period but there will be a balancing adjustment. 


Easy marks. In part (a) there were plenty of easy marks for adjustment to profit items but be 
careful to identify the effect of each of the adjustments on the trading loss. An item added back, 
such as depreciation, will reduce the loss, but an item deducted, such as capital allowances, will 
increase the loss. 


Examining team's comments. Although section (a) was very well answered by many candidates, 
it caused problems for others. The section did not require any detailed workings, with any 
adjustments easily contained within the single computation. When commencing with a loss 
figure, candidates should be particularly careful to indicate which adjustments are deductions 
and which are additions. A single column approach with deductions shown in brackets avoids any 
confusion. Many candidates did not show those items not requiring any adjustment, despite 
being instructed specifically to do so — easy marks thereby being lost. Also, candidates should 
appreciate that there is no need to adjust for items of income which occur in the statement of 
profit or loss after the figure used to commence the loss adjustment. Last-Orders Ltd had ceased 
trading, so this meant that there was a balancing allowance. Many candidates missed this point, 
instead calculating capital allowances for the period. 


Section (b) was generally well answered, with a number of perfect answers. However, candidates 
do not impress if they make basic mistakes such as deducting the annual exempt amount when 
calculating a corporate chargeable gain. Also, candidates should always be careful to follow the 
requirements — an easy half-mark was sometimes missed by not showing a figure for the amount 
of unused trading loss despite this being specifically requested. 
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In section (c), given that the company had ceased trading, candidates should really have realised 
that the loss could not be carried forward. Vague answers such as 'claim terminal loss relief' are 
not sufficient. Instead, candidates should have stated that relief was against total profits, for the 


previous three years and on a latest year first (LIFO) basis.

Easy marks. You should have gained two easy marks for dealing with the deduction for the lease 
premium in part (a) as this topic is regularly examined and a further two easy marks in part (b) for 
the calculation of property business income. 


Examining team's comments. Part (a) for 3 marks required candidates to calculate Solo Ltd's 
revised tax-adjusted trading loss for the year ended 31 March 2021. This section was quite well 
answered. However, when dealing with a trading loss, candidates need to be very careful that 
adjustments are correctly added or deducted. Treating the loss as a negative means that there is 
no need to change the approach from that used for a trading profit. A number of candidates did 
not appreciate that there was a balancing charge because the disposal proceeds for the plant 
and machinery main pool exceeded the written down value brought forward. 


Part (b) for 8 marks asked candidates to prepare a corporation tax computation for the year 
ended 31 March 2021 showing taxable total profits. This was on the basis that Solo Ltd claimed 
relief for its trading loss against its total profits. The requirement meant that candidates had to 
calculate property business income, calculate a chargeable gain on a share disposal, deduct 
brought forward capital losses from the gain, and then deduct the trading loss so that taxable 
total profits were nil. This section was again well answered. One aspect which consistently caused 
difficulty was candidates not preparing a separate gain calculation for the share purchase made 
during the preceding nine days. A number of candidates incorrectly restricted the insurance 
deduction in the property business income calculation to 8/12ths because the building was 
unoccupied from 1 April to 31 July 2020. 


Information was provided in date order, and candidates often tried to use the details provided for 
the year ended 31 December 2019 and the period ended 31 March 2020 in this section of the 
question. The only details which were relevant were the capital losses, and these were often 
omitted in any case. 


Part (c) for 4 marks required candidates to calculate Solo Ltd's taxable total profits for the year 
ended 31 December 2019 and the three-month period ended 31 March 2020. This was on the 
basis that the company claimed relief for the remainder of its trading loss as early as possible. 
This section was very well answered, and it was pleasing to see most candidates correctly 
restricting the trading loss set off for the year ended 31 December 2019 to 9/12ths of the total 
profits. Candidates should note that where two accounting periods are involved, then a two- 
column approach avoids the need to write out descriptions twice.

Examining team's comments. Part (a)(i) was quite well answered. However, when considering 
accounting periods, it is very important not to confuse the corporate and unincorporated 
business rules. Applying the unincorporated business opening year rules to a limited company will 
obviously not achieve many marks. 


If asked to identify a company’s accounting periods throughout a given period, then candidates 
should make sure that all relevant periods are stated. It does not create a good impression if there 
are gaps between the accounting periods stated by a candidate, or if a stated period ends before 
it has started. 


In part (a)(ii), again candidates should be careful not to confuse the rules for companies with 
those applicable to individuals. If a limited company is incorporated in the UK, then nothing else is 
relevant. So, as regards the majority of Ash Ltd's director/shareholders moving overseas, 
candidates should just have stated that this did not have any impact on the company's residence 
status. 


Part (b) was very well answered. When making adjustments to a trading profit, candidates need 
to be very careful that adjustments are correctly added and not deducted. 


Part (c) was again well answered. When calculating chargeable gains for a corporate share 
disposal, then carefully check the dates that have been given. There was a rights issue which had 
taken place in the month of purchase, so there was no need to index prior to adding the new 
shares into the share pool.

Part (a)(ii) was often not answered. The answer was simply that it was not beneficial for Aoede 
Ltd to make the loss relief claim against total income for the year ended 31 March 2020 because 
the income would have otherwise been covered by qualifying charitable donations. 


Part (b) was very well answered. Candidates should note that when dealing with straightforward 
capital allowance computations such as those involved here, it is quicker to include them in the 
main computation rather than producing a full capital allowances working. 


Part (c) was also well answered. However, a few candidates combined the two computations. 
Where a question involves more than one disposal, then the gain or loss for each disposal must be 
calculated separately. Candidates should also be aware that there is no indexation allowance for 
any expenditure incurred after 31 December 2017.

Examining team's comments. This question on value added tax (VAT) required candidates 
to calculate the amount of VAT payable by an individual taxpayer who calculates their 
liability based on the flat rate scheme. The taxpayer made standard rated, zero rated and 
exempt sales so it was crucial for candidates to know that the flat rate percentage is 
applied to total VAT-inclusive turnover under the flat rate scheme in order to answer this 
question correctly. 


The correct answer was the first option (£8,500). 


The most common answer was the third option (£7,500) which is the answer arrived at if 
VAT at the standard rate is not included on the standard rated sales ((£50,000 + £20,000 + 
£5,000) x 10%). This demonstrates that many candidates did not appreciate the need to 
calculate VAT using VAT inclusive figures, or had not realised that the figures provided 
excluded VAT. 


Candidates are reminded of the importance of the VAT special schemes for the TX-UK exam 
and also of the importance of reading questions carefully before calculating and selecting 
an answer.

(a) Using the flat rate scheme to calculate its VAT liability the partnership will have paid VAT of 
£(59,700 x 12%) = £7,164 for the quarter ended 31 March 2021. 


If the partnership had used the normal basis it would have paid VAT of 
£(59,700 - 27,300 = 32,400 x 20/120) = £5,400. 


It was therefore not beneficial to use the flat rate scheme as the additional cost of £(7,164 —

Part (a) was not very well answered and was not attempted by some candidates. Essentially, all 
that candidates had to do was select the two relevant tax years (out of the three provided), 
deduct one set of figures from the other, and divide by two. 


Part (b) was the only part of the question which was consistently well answered. One particular 
issue, however, was that some candidates worked out the current capital gains tax liability (prior 
to the rollover relief claim) despite this being provided. Carefully noting which information has 
been provided in the question will avoid time being wasted in this manner. 


Whether or not candidates did well in part (c) depended on them realising that 1 February 2021 
was more than 14 days after 12 December 2020. This being the case, postponing the sales invoice 
would not affect the basic tax point. Candidates should appreciate that a suggested tax 
planning strategy might not necessarily be effective, and they need to have the courage to base 
their answer on this conclusion if led there following the application of basic principles. However, 
some candidates either did not read the question carefully or chose to answer a question they 
would have preferred to have been asked, and based their answer on the amount of VAT which 
could be postponed. 


There were some good answers to part (d). However, only a few candidates appreciated that by 
far the quickest and easiest way to calculate the tax reductions was to work at the margin — 
rather than producing full before and after tax computations. Of course it was also important to 
realise that the first employee was a basic rate taxpayer, subject to employee national insurance 
contributions at 12%, whereas the second employee was a higher rate taxpayer and only subject 
to employee national insurance contributions at 296.

Examining team's comments. This question tested candidates’ knowledge of various 
aspects of the income tax self-assessment system. The majority of candidates appreciated 
that there can be a requirement to file a tax return despite not receiving a notice to do so 
from HMRC. However, a significant number of candidates chose the last option, despite 
class 1 national insurance contributions (NIC) not being part of the 

self-assessment system. Many candidates chose the first option, not remembering that the 
de minimis limit of £1,000 instead relates to payments on account. All individuals who 
submit a tax return on time (either a paper return or electronically) are able to have the tax 
payable calculated by HMRC therefore the third option was the correct answer. 


This should have been a fairly straightforward question and it demonstrates the need to 
carefully read and consider each alternative — not just quickly jump to the first one that 
seems to fit.

Top tips. In Question 20, you need to think about the lifetime IHT paid as well as the death tax on 
the estate. 


Easy marks. There were easy marks in Questions 16 and 17 for basic IHT knowledge. 


Examining team's comments. The first two questions (involving the available nil rate band and 
the amount of deductions permitted in calculating the taxpayer's chargeable estate) were well 
answered. 


One of the questions asked who was responsible for paying the IHT liability in respect of the 
taxpayer's chargeable estate, and also the due date. The due date was not a problem, but many 
candidates opted for the beneficiaries of the taxpayer's estate as responsible rather than the 
personal representatives of the estate. 


A further question asked for how much of the IHT payable in respect of taxpayer's estate would 
have been saved if specific gifts had been made to a trust and to the taxpayer's grandchildren 
(instead of the entire estate being left to the taxpayer's children). Although most candidates 
chose the correct answer (that there was no tax saving), a significant number opted for either of 
the gifts resulting in an IHT saving at 40%. 


There was also a question that asked for how much IHT was saved as a result of the taxpayer 
making a chargeable lifetime transfer (CLT) rather than retaining the gifted assets until death. 
Again, the correct answer (based on the value at death less the amount of lifetime IHT paid) was 
most popular, but a significant number of candidates instead based their answer on the initial 
value of the CLT. 


These three, less well answered questions, demonstrate the need for a good grasp of how a tax 
such as IHT is applied, rather than just rote learning the basic mechanics of tax calculation. These 
questions show how tax planning can feature within a case question.

Top tips. Double check your computations! Just because your answer is one of those given, it 
does not necessarily mean thot it is correct. 


Easy marks. The indexation allowance in Question 21 was made easier by both the cost and the 
enhancement expenditure being incurred in the same month. 


Examining team's report. Questions involving the indexation allowance, the crystallisation date 
for a heldover gain and the base cost of shares following a rights issue were well answered. 


One of the questions asked for the base cost of an asset against which a rollover relief claim had 
been made. Although the correct answer was the most popular (with candidates appreciating 
that the amount of proceeds not reinvested could not be rolled over), a significant number of 
candidates ignored the amount of proceeds not reinvested and rolled over the full amount of 
gain. 


Another question asked for the taxpayer's CCT liability. Again, the correct answer (the disposal 
qualifying for business asset disposal relief utilised the available basic rate tax band, with the 
other gain therefore taxed at [20]%) was marginally the most popular. However, many 
candidates ignored the impact of business asset disposal' relief on the basic rate band or did not 
deduct the annual exempt amount. 


These two less well answered questions demonstrate the need to be very careful with all aspects 
of a calculation. One simple mistake means the loss of the two marks available.

Top tips. For Question 28 note that the fuel scale charge is the basis for output tax charged in 
relation to private use fuel. You were asked to identify the input tax which could be reclaimed. 


Easy marks. There were easy marks in Question 26 for identifying the date from which the trader 
would have been required to be compulsorily registered for VAT. However, it was important to 
read the question carefully to see exactly what was being asked - it was not the date on which 
the registration threshold was reached. 
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Examining team's comments. Generally, this case question was not as well answered as the 
previous two. However, candidates made reasonable attempts at questions on the recovery of 
pre-registration input VAT, how and by when the VAT liability would be paid, and the information 
included on a valid VAT invoice. 


A further question asked for the date of compulsory VAT registration. Although the correct answer 
was the most popular, many candidates opted for the end of the month in which the registration 
limit was exceeded. 


One of the questions asked for the maximum amount of input VAT which could be reclaimed in 
respect of motor expenses. The correct answer (ignoring private use) was by a long way the most 
popular, but a significant number of candidates either adjusted for private use or used the fuel 
scale charge instead of the actual fuel figure.

° The majority of candidates did not appreciate that where all of a company's profits are 
paid out as director's remuneration (and the related employer's class 1 NIC) then there is no 
corporation tax liability. 


. Similarly, it was not appreciated that with director's remuneration of just £8,000 (which is 
below the NIC lower thresholds) then there were no NICs.

Top tips. In part (d), note the difference between the tax treatment of occupational pension 
contributions (paid gross and deducted in the income computation giving tax relief at all rates) 
and personal pension contributions (basic rate relief given by being paid net and further tax relief 
being given by increasing the basic rate limit so not relevant to this question which only required 
a calculation of taxable income). 


Easy marks. There were some easy marks in part (b) for straightforward adjustments to profit. 
Part (d) had some easy marks for dealing with the mileage allowance and subscriptions. 


Examining team's comments. For part (o), the requirement was to state two advantages of the 
taxpayer choosing 5 April as an accounting date rather than a date early in the tax year such as 
30 April. There were three obvious advantages, and many candidates correctly explained that the 
application of the basis period rules is more straightforward and that there will be no overlap 
profits. Less well prepared candidates instead covered the advantages of a 30 April accounting 
date, so not surprisingly did not achieve high marks. 


Part (b) required a calculation of the taxpayer's revised tax adjusted trading loss for the first 
period of account. This meant adjusting for pre-trading expenditure, use of one of the five rooms 
in the taxpayer's private house as an office, and capital allowances. There were many good 
answers to this section, although a common mistake was to not appreciate that each of the three 
adjustments increased (not decreased) the trading loss. 


For part (c), candidates had to explain why it was not beneficial for the taxpayer to claim loss 
relief under the provisions giving relief to a loss incurred in the early years of trade. It should have 
been fairly obvious that such a claim would have wasted the personal allowance and not resulted 
in any tax saving. This section was not as well answered, with many candidates not appreciating 
that the loss could only be carried back for three years. Some candidates actually explained why 
a claim would be beneficial. 


Part (d) required a calculation of the taxpayer's taxable income (on the basis that loss relief was 
claimed against total income). This meant taking account of two subscriptions (only one of which 
was deductible), a mileage allowance deduction for the use of a private motor car for business 
purposes, and pension contributions (both to an occupational scheme and a personal pension 
scheme). This section was generally well answered, although many candidates wasted time by 
calculating the tax liability. The occupational pension scheme contribution was often grossed up 
(such contributions are not paid net of tax). Many candidates made things more difficult than 
they needed to be by attempting this section before section (b).

Easy marks. There were some easy marks in part (b) for adjustments to profits which should have 
been well-known. 


Examining team's comments. Part (a) was generally very well answered, requiring a calculation 
of the first company's taxable total profits for the final period of trading. This involved calculating 
the balancing charge on cessation (all of the items included in the company's main pool being 
sold), the chargeable gain on the sale of the company's freehold office building and the property 
business income in respect of one floor of the office building which had been let out. The 
company has also made qualifying charitable donations. The only consistent problem here was 
the capital allowances, with many candidates not appreciating that neither the annual 
investment allowance (a laptop computer had been purchased during the period) nor writing 
down allowances are given in the period of cessation. A few candidates ignored the cessation 
altogether and therefore did not calculate a balancing charge. 


Part (b) was also well answered on the whole, requiring a calculation of the second company's tax 
adjusted trading profit for the initial period of trading. This involved adjusting for depreciation 
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and amortisation, calculating the deduction in respect of a lease premium, calculating capital 
allowances for two motor cars (one car was used as a pool car by the company's employees, with 
the other having private use by a director) and deducting loan interest in respect of a loan made 
to the company by a director/owner. Some candidates attempted to calculate benefits in respect 
of the motor cars and loan which, although correct as regards the motor cars, had no relevance 
to the requirement. Perhaps not surprisingly, the deduction for the lease premium caused quite a 
few problems.

Coracle Ltd is in Acasta Ltd's chargeable gains group (given in question). However, there is 
no 75% holding between Coracle Ltd and Eight Ltd so Eight Ltd cannot be in Acasta Ltd's 
chargeable gains group. 


Examining team's comments. This question tested candidates' knowledge of the group 
relationship which is necessary for chargeable gains purposes. The most popular answer 
was the second option, with candidates appreciating that Barge Ltd was included because 
of the 7596 group relationship with Acasta Ltd (and that Eight Ltd was correspondingly 
excluded). However, Dhow Ltd is also included in the chargeable gains group because the 
7596 group relationship need only be met at each level, subject to Acasta Ltd having an 
effective interest of over 5096 (and 7596 of 7596 is 56.2596). So the correct answer was the 
third option. 


This demonstrates the need to carefully consider each alternative — not just quickly 
jumping to the most obvious one.

Examining team's comments. This question caused particular problems. The requirement 
was to establish how much inheritance tax was payable in respect of a chargeable lifetime 
transfer as a result of the donor's death. The chargeable lifetime transfer had been 
preceded by a potentially exempt transfer. In selecting the most popular alternative, 
candidates failed to take account of the £3,000 annual exemptions which were available. 
In selecting the second most popular alternative, candidates did not appreciate that the 
two gifts were made in consecutive tax years, meaning that three annual exemptions were 
available rather than the two used in this option. 


This demonstrates just how careful candidates need to be in using each piece of 
information given, be it a date, number or fact.

Examining team's comments. This question proved difficult for many candidates, with some 
aspects consistently causing problems: 


(a) As regards part (a), long, detailed, computations were often provided when the answer was 
quite straightforward. For example, the gift would have reduced the taxpayer's death 
estate by £300,000, so the inheritance tax saving was simply £120,000 (£300,000 at 
40%). There was no need for before and after computations. 


(b As regards part (b), few candidates appreciated that restricting the amount of personal 
pension contributions to the amount qualifying for tax relief at the higher rate minimises 
the cost of pension saving because each £100 saved effectively only costs £60 (£100 less 
40% tax relief). 


(c) As regards part (c), very few candidates realised that the 30-day period fell into two tax 
years, so the taxpayer could invest £20,000 by 5 April 2021, and then another £20,000 
(using the tax year 2020/21 limit) on or after 6 April 2021.

In part (a), many candidates appreciated that reporting is done using form P11D, but the 
submission deadline was often not known. Less well prepared candidates often discussed (at 
length) submission details for self-assessment tax-returns. 


There were many exceptional answers to part (b). Common mistakes included: 


. For the car and fuel benefits, not ignoring the fuel cost and the mileage figures — both of 
which were irrelevant to the benefit calculations. 


. For the beneficial loan, not commencing calculations with the amount of the loan 
outstanding at the start of the tax year - this figure was given — but instead trying to work 
from the original loan amount. 


. For the home entertainment system, using the value at the start of tax year rather than the 
original purchase price. 


Part (c) was reasonably well answered, although a few candidates included employee salaries 
when calculating the class 1A national insurance contributions.

This requirement 
resulted in a very surprising amount of incorrect answers, with at least half the candidates 
deciding that the company was not resident because of its central management and control 
being exercised overseas. 


Part (b) was generally very well answered, although there were a couple of consistent problems. 
Firstly, it was often not appreciated that a second-hand motor car does not qualify for the 10096 
first year allowance. And secondly, indexation allowance was often used to increase the capital 

loss. 


Part (c), provided candidates appreciated that it was the company's first period of trading, was 
then well answered. However, candidates who overlooked this basic fact spent a lot of time 
discussing all the various (irrelevant) loss reliefs, with a few candidates discussing the income tax 
relief for a loss incurred in the early years of a trade.

If Kagan simply retains the inherited shares, then he will receive dividend income of £15,300 
during the tax year 2020/21.

Kagan is considering selling some of his inherited shares (for which there has only been a minimal 
increase in value since he inherited them) to fund the following four investments, all of which will 
be made at the start of the tax year 2020/21: 


(1) Kagan will make a gross personal pension contribution of £100,000. Kagan is a member of 
a pension scheme but has not made any contributions in recent years because his income 
has been substantially lower than it is for the tax year 2020/21.

If this were the real Taxation (TX — UK) exam and you had been told to turn over and begin, what 
would be going through your mind? 


Perhaps you're having a panic. You've spent most of your study time on income tax and 
corporation tax computations (because that's what your tutor/BPP Workbook told you to do), 
plus a selection of other topics, and you're really not sure that you know enough. So calm down. 
Spend the first few moments or so looking at the exam and develop a plan of attack. 


Looking through the exam. 


Section A contains 15 Objective Test (OT) questions each worth 2 marks. These will cover all 
sections of the syllabus. Some you may find easy and some more difficult. In Question 2, where 
you are asked to identify the true statement, read the possible answers at least twice before you 
decide which one to select. Don't spend a lot of time on anything you really don't know. For 
multiple choice questions you are not penalised for wrong answers, so you should answer all of 
them. If all else fails — guess! 


Section B contains three OT Case scenarios. These each have five questions each worth 2 
marks. Make sure you read the scenario carefully before you start to answer the OTOs. 


° Questions 16 to 20 test your knowledge of trading income taking in basis periods, 
balancing adjustments and losses. Question 20 is a relatively quick question as you don't 
need to do any calculations. 


. Questions 21 to 25 concern VAT for companies in a small group. Make sure to double 
check your calculations to avoid losing marks for simple mistakes. A couple of knowledge 
questions with no calculations should save you some time here. 


° Questions 26 to 30 are about inheritance tax (IHT). Read the questions carefully to make 
sure you answer the question set. For example, in Question 26 you are considering IHT and 
in Q27 CGT on the same gift. 


In Section C you have three constructed response (long) questions: 


° Question 31 for 10 marks is about the income tax implications of making various 
investments. The question demonstrates that sometimes you can quickly identify the extra 
income tax due without the need for a whole computation, whereas in other situations the 
whole computation is required. 


° Question 32 for 15 marks looks at taxable income and also deals with trading and 
employment income. In a large computation like this there will always be some harder 
areas - you must focus on getting the easier marks and not worry too much about the 
more complicated bits. 


° Question 33 for 15 marks is a corporation tax question dealing with an incomplete draft 
computation. 


Allocating your time 


BPP's advice is always allocate your time according to the marks for the question in total and 
for the parts of the question. But use common sense. If you're confronted by an OTO on a topic 
of which you know nothing, pick an answer and move on. Use the time to pick up marks 
elsewhere. 


After the exam...Forget about it! 


And don't worry if you found the exam difficult. More than likely other candidates will too. If this 
were the real thing you would need to forget the exam the minute you left the exam hall and 
think about the next one. Or, if it's the last one, celebrate!

The answer £216,176 uses £120 per share as the proceeds. The answer £56,000 does not 
pool the shares and treats the 5 April 2020 shares as sold first.

The small gifts exemption only applies to gifts up to £250 per donee 
in a tax year; once exceeded all of the gifts to the same donee are chargeable. The annual 
exemption for 2020/21 has been used against the gift on 1 April 2021 and, in any case, the 
current year exemption is used first.

(c) (1) The amount invested in the pension fund (and not withdrawn) will be outside of 
Kagan's estate, reducing the potential IHT liabilitu. 


(2) The investments in premium bonds, the ISA and the freehold property will not affect 
Kagan's potential IHT liability because one asset is simply being replaced with 
another of eguivalent value. 


This guestion involved Kagan who had inherited guoted ordinary shares valued at £510,000. 
Kagan was unsure whether to retain the shares or sell some of them in order to make four 
alternative investments. 


Retain the inherited shares: Kagan would have received dividend income of £15,300 in addition to 
his employment income of £400,000 (for which the income tax liability was given) for the tax year 
2020/21. 


Four alternative investments: These consisted of: 


(1) A personal pension contribution of £100,000, with Kagan having sufficient unused annual 
allowances to cover the pension contribution. He would immediately have withdrawn 
£25,000 of the pension fund tax-free. 


(2) Investing £50,000 in premium bonds. 
(3 — Investing £20,000 in a cash individual savings account (ISA). 
(4) Purchasing a freehold property for £295,000, with the property then let out unfurnished. 


After making the four investments, Kagan would have been left with £65,000 of inherited shares, 
on which he would have received dividend income of £1,950 for the tax year 2020/21. 


Part (a) for 1 mark required candidates to calculate Kagan's revised income tax liability for the tax 
year 2020/21 if he retained the inherited shares. Although fairly well answered, many candidates 
used valuable time doing full before and after tax computations. Kagan was clearly an additional 
rate taxpayer, so all that was required was to calculate the additional rate tax due on the 
dividend income and then add it to the provided figure of tax on the employment income. 


Part (b)(i) for 1 mark required an explanation as to why little or no capital gains tax would have 
been payable if Kagan had sold some of his inherited shares. This was because assets are 
inherited at the value at the time of the deceased’s death. If these assets are sold soon after 
being inherited, there will generally be a minimal increase in value (this fact was stated in the 
question), so any gain is likely to be covered by the annual exempt amount. It was pleasing to see 
that this part was well answered by those candidates who appreciated the tax treatment. 


Part (b)(ii) for 6 marks required a calculation of Kagan's revised income tax liability for the tax 
year 2020/21 if he sold some of his inherited shares and made the four alternative investments. 
This section was reasonably well answered, but several points should be noted: 


e The question stated that a full tax computation was required, so exempt items (pension 
lump sum, premium bond prizes and the interest from the ISA) should simply have been 
listed within the main computation and indicated as such by the use of zero (0) — not by an 
explanation.

° The non-availability of the personal allowance should have been indicated in the same 
manner. There was no need to justify the non-availability given the level of Kagan’s income. 


° Although there might only be a % mark available for recognising an exemption, it is 
important to know the various exemptions so that time is not spent producing unnecessary, 
and more complicated workings — such as applying the savings income nil rate band where 
the interest from the ISA was included as savings income. 


Part (c) for 2 marks required candidates to state for each of the four alternative investments 
whether the investment would reduce Kagan's potential inheritance tax liability compared to him 
retaining the inherited shares. Unfortunately, this section was not well answered. Candidates 
need to remember, that unlike other taxes, there are few exemptions from inheritance tax. 
Therefore, the replacement of the quoted shares with either premium bonds, an ISA or freehold 
property would not have changed the value of Kagan's chargeable estate. However, the 
investment in the pension fund (which is not withdrawn) would have been outside of Kagan's 
estate, thereby reducing his potential IHT liabilitu.

(b (i) (1) If HMRC intend to carry out a compliance check into Robinette's 
self-assessment tax return for 2020/21, then they will have to notify her by 
14 August 2022 (12 months after they received her tax return). 


(2) If Robinette is confident that her return is complete and accurate, then the 
likely reason for HMRC carrying out a compliance check is because the return 
has been selected on a random basis. 


(ii) Robinette was in business during 2020/21, so all of her records (both business and 
non-business) must be retained until five years after 31 January following the tax 
year, which is 31 January 2027. 


The income tax question involved Robinette. 


° She had ceased self-employment on 30 June 2020, preparing accounts for the 14-month 
period from 1 May 2019 to 30 June 2020. The trading profit figure was given (before taking 
account of capital allowances). 


° From 1 August 2020 to 31 January 2021, Robinette was employed by Bird plc, who provided 
her with living accommodation and a place in the company’s workplace nursery for 
Robinette’s son. Robinette used her private motor car for business purposes. 


. Robinette commenced self-employment again, in a new business, on 1 February 2021. She 
prepared accounts for the five-month period from 1 February to 30 June 2021. The trading 
profit figure was again given (before taking account of capital allowances). 


° In addition, Robinette received property income from letting out her main residence during 
the period she was employed by Bird plc. 


Part (a) for 12 marks required candidates to calculate Robinette’s taxable income for the tax year 
2020/21. This section was generally very well answered. 


However, candidates should always read the question carefully to ensure they understand what 
needs to be done before starting their answers. Where only taxable income is required, as in this 
part, candidates should never spend valuable time in also calculating the income tax liability. 
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However, taxable income is after deducting the personal allowance, and this should have been 
shown by the use of zero (O) (Robinette's level of income meant that the personal allowance was 
reduced to nil). 


Given that the question involved various changes in Robinette's sources of income, candidates 
needed to be very careful in regard to time-apportionment and basis periods. Common problems 
included: 


e Time-apportioning profits for the period of cessation. 
e Not appreciating that WDAs, the AIA and FYAs are not given for the period of cessation. 
e Time-apportioning the trading profits on commencement before capital allowances have 


been deducted. 


With this type of question, candidates should think carefully about which workings can be 
included as one-line calculations within the main computation, and which need their own 
separate working. For example, the mileage allowance working of 5,200 at 10p (45p - 35p) = 
£520 should have been included within the main computation. 


Part (b) for 3 marks required candidates to (1) state the period during which HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) would have to notify Robinette if they intended to carry out a compliance check 
in respect of her self-assessment tax return for the tax year 2020/21, and the likely reason why 
such a check would be made, and (2) to advise Robinette as to how long she must retain the 
records used in preparing her self-assessment tax return for the tax year 2020/21. Although there 
were a number of good answers, in general this section was not so well answered as part (a). 
Candidates should note: 


° The fact that the requirement was for a total of just three marks should have been a good 
indication that only a few brief points needed to be made, and not a much longer 
discussion. 

° Where a question asks for dates, then these dates need to be precise - including the year 


relevant to the question. 


e Answers should always be related to the information provided. The question made it clear 
that Robinette’s self-assessment tax return was complete and accurate, so the likely 
reason for HMRC carrying out a compliance check was because her tax return was 
selected on a random basis.

The corporation tax question involved Maison Ltd, for which a partly completed draft corporation 
tax computation had been prepared for the year ended 31 March 2021. The figures provided were 
correct, but there were four uncompleted sections, all related to property. These were: 


° A deduction for the payment of a lease premium. 


° Capital allowances in respect of the construction of an extension adjacent to the 
company’s existing freehold office building. 


. Property business income from the letting of a warehouse which was purchased in a 
dilapidated state. 


° Chargeable gains on the disposal of two investment properties. 


The sole requirement for 15 marks was to prepare a completed version of Maison Ltd's corporation 
tax computation for the year ended 31 March 2021 after dealing with the uncompleted sections. 
The question was generally very well answered. 


As regards layout, candidates should again include as many workings as possible within the main 
computation. Given that a draft layout was provided, then this layout should have been followed 

by candidates in their answers, thereby allowing candidates to achieve as many of the available 

marks as possible. 


Lease premium: A number of candidates did not appreciate that this was a deduction rather than 
an addition. 
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Capital allowances: Candidates often did not appreciate that the construction cost of the 
building itself did not qualify as plant and machinery. The other costs (ventilation system, heating 
system, furniture and furnishings, and a refrigerator and microwave cooker) all qualified for the 
100% annual investment allowance because the annual limit was not exceeded. It was therefore 
unnecessary to differentiate between those items integral to the building, and those which were 
not. 


Property business income: Many candidates were not aware that the cost of initial repairs was 
disallowable capital expenditure because the property could not have been let out in its original 
state and this was reflected in the purchase price paid. 


Chargeable gains: Figures for the two chargeable gains were given, so candidates should not 
have recalculated them. The reason for giving more information (proceeds and expenditure) was 
so that the indexation allowance could be calculated. Candidates should always deal with each 
gain separately, and not combine the figures. Common mistakes with the indexation allowance 
were giving indexation for expenditure incurred after December 2017, and using the allowance to 
create a capital loss.
